WASHINGTON, Deo. 18.— Tho President's 
Hawaiian message ia identical as presented 
in both Houses, but in tho case of tho House 
of Representatives tho chief executive add- 
ed a supplementary message, as follows: "In 
making this communication I liuvo with- 
held only tho dispatch from tho former Min- 
ister to Hawaii numbered 70, under date of 
October 8, 1S92, and a dispatch from the 
present Minister, No. 3, under dato of Nov- 
ember 10, 1S!)3, because, in my opinion, tho 
publication of theso two papers would be in- 
compatible with tho public interest." 

Tart of the documents submitted in writ- 
ing iu connection with the President's mes- 
sage, and which have not yet been read, 
contain tho instructions issued to Minister 
Willia under dato of December Mr. 
Willis was instructed to say to the Queen 
thai tho conditions relative to amnesty must 
be acquiesced in by her or ho would do 
nothing. If the Queen should uslc what 
the United States would do in the way of 
restoring her to power, the minister was di- 
rected to reply that tho President will not 
authorize the use of United Stutea troops, 
either to restore or maintain her upon the 
throne. Mr. Willis was told to inform the 
Queon that U. S. troops could only be auth- 
orized by act of CongrcBS ; also to tell the 
Provisional Government that tho President 
will do all ho can under executive authority 
to restore the Queen. 

The material points contained in Secretary 
GroBham's letter to Minister Willis of Oc- 
tober IS are as follows : Tho Provisional 
Government was not established by the 
Hawaiian peoplo or with thoir consent. 
The Queen refused to surrender her powers 
to tho Provisional Government until con- 
vinced that thu minister of tho United 
States had recognized it as the do facto 
authority, and would support and defend 
it with tho military forces of tho United 
States, and that resistance would precipitate 
a bloody conflict with that force. I ad- 
vised tho surrender of her ministers, and 
was informed by the leader of tho move- 
ment for the overthrow of her government 
that if she surrendered her case would 
afterwards he fairly considered by the 
President of tho United States. The Queen 
wisely yielded to the armed forces of the 
United States in Honolulu, retiring upon 
tho fuith and honor of tho President, 
when informed what had occurred, to 
undo the action of tho ministers and rein- 
state her iu authority, which sho claimed as 
the constitutional sovereign of the Hawaiian 
Islands. The President iM satisfied that thc- 
movemont against tho Queen was encour- 
aged and supported by tho representative 
ot this government iu Honolulu, that ho 
promised to advance aid to her enemies 
and set up a government, and that he had 
kept this promiso by causing a detachment 
of troops to bo landed from tho U.S.S. Bos- 
ton and by recognizing the Provisional 
Government the next day, when it was too 
feeblo to defend itsolf, and that the consti- 
tutional government could successfully huvo 
maintained ita authority against any threat- 
ening forco other than that of tho United 
States, already landed. The President has 
therefore determined that he will not tend 
back to the Senate for its action thereon tho 
treaty which he had withdrawn from that 
body for further consideration on the 9th of 
March last. 

On your arrival in Honolulu you will 
therefore take advantage of an early oppor- 
tunity to inform tho Queen of this deter- 
mination, making known to her tho Presi- 
dent's regret that tho reprehensible conduct 
of tho American minister and the unauthor- 
ized presence on the island of a military 
force of the United States obliged 
her to surrender her sovereignty for 
the time being, and rely on tho 
justico of this Government to undo 
tho flagrant wrong done to her. You will, 
at tho samo time, inform tho Queen that, 
when reinstated, tho President expects she 
will pursue a magnanimous course in grant- 
ing full amnesty to all who participated in 
the movement against her, including per- 
sons who are or have been officially or other- 
wise connected with the Provisional Govern- 
ment, depriving them of no righis. 

All tho obligations created by tho Pro- 
visional Government in tho course of its ad- 
ministration should bo assumed. Having 
secured the Queen's agreement to pursuo 
this wise and humane policy, you will then 
advise the President of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment and his ministers of the President's 
determination on tho (|tiestioi), which their 
action and that of tho Queen devolved upon 
him. They aro expected to relinquish to 
her promptly tho constitutional authority. 
Should the Queen decline to pursuo tho 
liberal course suggested, or should tho Pro- 
visional Government refuse to abide by the 
President's decision, you will report the 
facts and await further instructions. 



CONSUL DISMISSED. 

The Brazilian Representative at Montreal, for 
Interfering With the New Cruisers at 
New York. 

Montreal, Dec. IS.— (Special)— J, U. 
AIvch do Lima, Brazilian consul to Canada, 
stationed at Montreal, has been summarily 
dismissed by tho Brazilian Government. 
This action is behoved to bo tho roeult of 
tho part taken by Mr. do Lima in Bonding 
two legal gentlemen from Montreal to New 
York to prevent tho sailing of tho war ves- 
sels purchased ir, tho United States for tho 
Brazilian Government. Mr. de Lima has 
issued an address to tho American peoplo 
in which he defends tho course taken by 
him. Ho says that the last timo ho was in 
New York, at tho request of Senor Men- 
donca, ho visited the ships with the govern- 
ment contractor. Tho sight lilled his heart 
with loathing and rogrot, Ho conversed 
with tho captains and expressed tho 
hope that tho crafts would arrive after tho 
rovolution was over. Ho also romarkod 
that ho would rather a thousand times arbi- 
trate with his countrymen, technically 
called rebols, than sap tho resources of his 
peoplo by fitting out cruisors with merce- 
naries, paid to kill his own countrymen.

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

The Recommendations of tho Committee of 
Ratepayers. 

The committee on municipal affairs ap- 
pointed at the nieoting of ratepayers heid in 
the Board of Trade rooms on November 22, 
have prepared in interesting report. In 
this thoy oxprosa tho opinion that tho 
Legislature should pass separate municipal 
acts for tho city and rural municipalities 
respectively, but in tho meantime they make 
a number of suggestions to ho brought to 
the consideration of the incoming council, 
of which tho following ia an abstract : 

That tho aoworogo bo continued under tho 
separato systom, all expandituro to be 
equally divided over tho next live years and 
a front foot tax or a special rato bo struck 
to cover interest and sinking fund. Tho 
work to be carried out by commissioners. 

That all information necessary to dealing 
with the question of increased water supply 
ho obtained and prepared in con- 
venient form ; together with a statement 
of tho cost of tho present system and 
the animal revenue anil expenditure to date. 
Any now scheme regarding the supply or 
tho rates to bo put before tho peoplo at a 
public meeting before being submitted as a 
by-law. 

That the lighting of the city bo by con- 
tract unlets it he shown that it can be done 
moro advantageously by the city. 

That two-thirds of tho cost of grading, 
macadamizing and laying sidewalks on all 
new streets shall be at tho expenso of the 
property owners. Tho cost of paving to be 
similarly borne, and payable in ten equal 
annual installments. 

That all vacant lots ho fenced, and all 
noxious weeds destroyed at tho expenso of 
the property owners. 
That all municipal debts bo consolidated. 
That land bo assessed at its full value and 
no tax bo levied on improvements. Land 
utsessn enta to bo equalized in accordance 
with decisions of tho court of revision. 
That saloon license fees bo increased. 
That tho city be divided into wards ac- 
cording to value, area and number of voters. 

That in view of tho proposed erection of 
now Provincial and Dominion Government 
buildings in proximity to James Buy pro- 
vision bo made for tho improvement and 
utilization of tho tide lands, and tho ex- 
tension of Birdcage Walk to tho sea. 

That energetic methods bo adopted by 
the city for acquiring the Indian reserve. 

That tho office hours of all clerical em 
ployes of tho city be from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
with an hour for lunch, and on Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. Tho services of all 
such employes to bo strictly confined to 
municipal duties. 
That all by-laws bo strictly carried out

A vigorous search waB at 
once instituted, which has been kept up to 
date, but as Mr. Rico was a man of about 
05 years of age, und almost blind, it is gen- 
erally thought that ho must havo wandered 
away and perished from starvation and ex- 
posure Much sympathy is expressed for 
his sou, who is almost crazed by tho sad 
ull'air.

The freight 
shipped on the Arawa from Victoria 
amounted to ubout fifty tons, including a 
few tombstones, some smoked salmon and 
several tons of naval supplier for H M.S. 
Champion now at Honolulu. Her cargo also 
included 200 tons of Hour, bran, oats, lime 
and doorB, which was dispatched by special 
steamer from Tacoma to Vancouver for 
transhipment to Honolulu ; 200,000 feet of 
lumber, 100 tons of pickets, 90 tons of 
salmon, 155 tons of agricultural machinery 
and 100 tons of fenco posts. The 
saloon passenger list when she left Van- 
couver contained the following names : Mr.

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CLEVELAND AND HAWAII. 

The President's Sopcial llessafru to 
Congress— His Statement of 
the Case. 

Stevens Alone Responsible for the 
Lauding of the Troops -Hatred 
of Monarchy. 



WASHINGTON, Deo. IS — Tho Preaident's 
response to resolutions passed by both 
Houses, requesting information on Ha- 
waiian affaire, was eent to Congress to-day. 
In tho message tho President says : 

"In ii recent annual message to Congress 
I briefly referred to our relutions with Ha- 
waii, and expressed the intention of trans- 
mitting further information on tho subject 
when additional udvices permitted. 
Though net able now to report any 
definite change in tho situation, I 
am convinced that tho difficulties latoly 
created, both here and in Hawaii, and 
now standing in tho way of a solution 
through executive action of the problem pre- 
sented, render it proper and expedient that 
tho matter should now bo referred to tho 
broader authority and discretion of Con 
gress, with a full explanation of the endeav- 
ors thus far made to deal with tho emerg- 
ency and effect a settlement of tho difficulty 
with a statement of tlio considerations 
which governed my action. I suppose right 
and justice should determine tho path to bo 
followed in treating this subject. 

"When tho present administration entered 
upon its duties tho Senate had under con- 
sideration the treaty providing for the an 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands territory 
to tho United Slates. Surely under our 
constitution and laws the enlargement of 
our limits is a manifestation of the highest 
attribute of sovereignty, and should bo en- 
tered upon with extremo caution, and all 
things relating to the transaction should be 
free from suspicion. Additional importance 
attaches to this particular treaty of annexa- 
tion because of tho contemplated lieparture 
from the unbroken American tradition 
respecting the providing of additional terri- 
tory. 

" Thoso islands of tho sea are moro than 
two thousand miles removed from our near- 
est coast. These considerations might not of 
themselves call for interference with the 
completion of the treaty entered upon by 
tho provious administration, but it appeared 
from documents accompanying the treaty 
when submitted to tho Senate that tho own- 
ership of Hawaii tendered to us by tho Pro- 
visional Government set up to succeed the 
constitutional ruler of the islands, who had 
been dethroued, that the Provisional Gov- 
ernment had not the sanction of either pop- 
ular or revolutionary aiiffrage. It appeared 
that the so-called committee of safety, osten- 
sibly the Bourco of revolt against the 
Constitutional Government of Hawaii, 
was organized on Saturday, tho 14th 
day of January, that on Monday, 
the 16th, the United States naval forces 
lauded at Honolulu from a vessel lying in 
tho harbor, that on tho 17th the scheme of 
a Provisional Government was perfected, 
and a proclamation naming its officers was 
on the same date prepared and read in tho 
Government building, that thereupon the 
United States Minister recognized tho Pro- 
visional Government thus created ; that two 
days afterwards, the 19th day of January, 
the commissioners representing such gov- 
ernment sailed for the United States in a 
steamer specially chartered for tho occa- 
sion, arriving at San Francisco on the ISth 
day of January and in Washington on the 
3rd day of February ; that on tho next day 
they had their first interview with tho Sec- 
rotary of State, and another on tho 11th, 
when the treaty of annexation was practi- 
cally agreed upon ; on tho 14th it was 
formally concluded, and on the 15th trans- 
mitted to the Senate. 

"Thus between the initiationof thescheme 
for a Provisional Government of Hawaii on 
tho 11th day of January and the trans- 
mission to the Senate ol the treaty of annex- 
ation concluded with such Government, the 
entire interval was thirty-two days, fifteen 
of which was spent by the Hawaiian com- 
missioners in the journey to Washington. 
In the next place, upon the face of the 
papers submitted in the treaty, it clearly 
appeared there was an open and undeter- 
mined issue of the most vital importance. 
The message of tho President accompanying 
the treaty declares : ' The overthrow of tho 
monarchy was not in any way prompted by 
this Government,' and in the letter from the 
President to the Secretary of State, 
also submitted to tho Senate with 
tho treaty, the following passage oc- 
curs : ' At tho time tho Provisional 
Government took possession of the Govern- 
ment buildings no troops or officers of tho 
United States were prevent or took any part 
whatever in the proceedings, no public re- 
cognition was accredited to the Provisional 
Government by the L ui ted States minist-.r 
until after the Queen's abdication, nnd when 
thoy were in effective pi ^session of the Gov- 
ernment buildings, the archives, treasury, 
barracks, police Btation and all potential 
machinery of government. ' 

" Hut a protest also accompanied it which 
said the treaty was signed by the Queen and 
her ministers at the time she made way for 
tho Provisional Government, whicli explic- 
itly stated she yielded to the superior force 
of the United Stales, whose ministers had 
caused United States troops to be landed at 
Honolulu, lie declaring that he would sup- 
port such Provisional Government. The 
truth or falsity of this report is surely 
of the lirst importance ; tho truth or falsity 
of the report had not yet been investigated. 
I conceived it my duty, therefore, to with- 
draw the treaty from the Senate for investi- 
gation to bo made. I suggested for the 
work of investigation Hon. James H. 
Blount, of Georgia, his report detailing his 
action under the instructions given him and 
the conclusions derived from this investiga- 
tion to accompany this message. Theao 
conclusions aro herewith submitted, ac- 
companied by the evidence upon 
which they aro based, which evidence 
also herewith transmitted, and from which 
it seems no other deductions could possibly 
be reached than those arrivod at by the 
commissioner." 

Tho President says that when ho was lod 
to submit the treaty to the Senate with the 
declaration "the overthrow of the monarchy 
was not in any way promoted by this Gov- 
ernment," ho and the Senate were misled. 

"An attempt will not be made in this 
communication," ho says, "to touch upon all 
the facts which throw light upon the pro- 
gress of this scheme of annexation." It u 
unnecessary to set forth tho reasons which 
in January, 1893, led a considerable portion 
of the American and other foreign merchants 
and traders residing in Honolulu to favor 
tho annexation of Hawaii to tho United 
States. It is sufficient to note tho fact and 
to observe that the project was one which 
was zealously promoted by tho Minister re- 
presenting the United States. He evidently 
had an ardent desire that it should become 
a fact accomplished by his agency during his 
ministry, and was not iuconveniontly scrupu- 



lous us to tho methods employed to that end. 
Oa the 19th day of November, 1892, ho ad- 
dressed a long letter to tho Secretary of 
State, In which the caso for annexation 
was elaborated und argued on moral, 
political and economical grounds. He sayi : 
' In truth monarchy here is an absurd an 
achroaiarn, and has nothing on which it log- 
ically or legitimately stands. Tho feudal 
basis on which it once stood no longer exist- 
ing, monarchy now is only an impediment 
to good government, an obstruction to tho 
prosperity and progress of tho Islands.' Ho 
further says : ' The destiny and futuro in- 
terest of tlio United States in the Pacific 
ocean clearly indicate who at no distant day 
must bo responsible for tho government of 
these Islands. Ono of two courses seems 
absolutely necessary to bo followed, oithor 
bold and vigorous measures for annexation 
or customs union, an ocean cable from tho 
California coast to Honolulu, Karl harbor 
perpetually ceded to the United States, with 
imp lied, but not expressly stipulated, Am- 
erican protectorate over the Islands.' 

" These declarations certainly show his 
disposition und condition of mind, which 
may ho useful to recall when interpreting 
the significance of the minister's conceded 
acta or when considering tho probabilities 
that such conduct on his part may not bo 
admitted." 

Tho President quotes from a letter written 
by Minister Stevens to tho Secretary of 
State on March 8, ISO-, nearly a year prior 
to tho first steps taken toward annexation. 
After stating tho possibility that tho fxist- 
ing Government ot Hawaii might bo over- 
turned by an orderly und peaceful revolu- 
tion, Minister Stevens writes as follows: 
"Ordinarily tho 1 like-circumstances rule ' 
seems to be the limit of a landing movement 
of tho United States forces in foreign waters 
and dominion, exclusively to protect 
tho property of American citizens. But 
as relating to tho United States officials 
hero, who took a somewhat exceptional 
action in the circumstances referred to. I 
desire to know how far tho present minister 
und naval commandor may deviate from 
established international rules and prece- 
dents in contingencies indicated in the first 
part of this dispatch." 

Tho President continues: " To a minis- 
ter of this temper, full of zeal for annexa- 
tion, tliero seemed to arise in January, 
18!).'!, the preciso opportunity for which he 
had been watchfully waiting, an opportuni- 
ty which by tho timely deviation from 
established international rules and prece- 
dents, might be proved successful iu ac- 
complishing tho great object in view, and 
wo aro quite prepared for tho exultant en- 
thusiasm with which in the letter to tho 
Stute department, dated February, 1893, ho 
declares that the " Hawaiian pear is now 
fully ripe, and this is tho golden hour for 
the United States to pluck it." 

" As a further illustration of tho activity 
of this diplomatic representative, attention 
is called to the fact that on the day in 
which tho foregoing letter was written, 
whereby ' la tho namo of tho United 
States,' ho assumed protection of tho Ha- 
waiian Islands and declared that Baid action 
was ' taken pending negotiations at Wash- 
ington.' Of course this assumption of pro- 
tectorate was promptly disavowed by tho 
Government, but the American flag re- 
mained over tho Government buildings at 
Honolulu, and our forces remained on 
guard until April and after Mr. Blount's 
arrival on tho Bccne, when both wero re- 
moved. A brief atatoment of tho occurrences 
that led to the subversion of tho Constitu- 
tional Government of Hawaii in the interest 
of annexation to ihe United States will 
exhibit the true complexion of tho trans- 
action. On Saturday, January 14, 1S03, tho 
Queen of Hawaii, who had been contemplat- 
ing tho proclamation of a new constitution, 
had, In detianco of the withes and remon- 
strances of her cabinet, renounced the pro- 
ject for tho present at least. Taking this 
relinquished purpose as a basis of action, tho 
citizens of Honolulu, numbering from 50 to 
100, mostly aliens, met in a private ollice 
and selected a so-called commilteo of safety, 
composed of thirteen persons, soven of 
whom were foreign subjects, five Americans, 
ouo Englishman and one German. This 
committee, though its designs were not re- 
vealed, hud in view nothing less than annex- 
ation to the United States, and were cer- 
tainly communicating with tho United 
States minister. 

"At a call under the auspices of tho com- 
mittee of safety a mass meeting of citizens 
was held that day to protest against the 
Queen's alleged unlawful proceedings and 
purposes. At the meeting the committee 
contented themselves with procuring the 
P'lssafjo of a resolution denouncing the 
Queen. On the same day the committee, 
unwilling to take further steps without tho 
co operation of the United States minister, 
addressed him representing that the com- 
mittee of public safety was menaced, and 
concluded as follows: ' Wc are unable to 
protect ourselves without aid, and therefore 
pray for the protection of the United States 
forces.' On the Ith day of January, 1893, 
between four and live o'clock in tho after- 
noon, a detachment of marines from the 
steamer Boston and two pieces of artillery 
were landed at Honolulu. Tho military 
demonstration upon the soil of Honolulu 
wus in itself an act of war, unless made 
either by the consent of tho Government of 
Hawaii or by tho bona fide purpose of pro- 
tecting the imperilled lives und property of 
citizens of the United States. 

" Hut there is no pretence that there was 
any such consent upon tho part of the Gov- 
ernment of tiio Queen. There was as little 
basis for the pretence that such forces were 
landed lor the security of Americun life and 
property ; if so they would have been sta- 
tioned in the vicinity of such property in- 
stead of at a distance and so as to command 
the Hawaiian Government buildings or 
palace. Thus it appears that Hawaii was 
taken possession of by tho United States 
without the consent of the Government of 
the Islands or anybody else, so far as shown, 
except the United States Minister. There- 
fore the military occupation of Honolulu by 
tho United States wus without justifica- 
tion." 

Tho President then goes on to say : 
" Next day, Tuesday, 1 7 tli, the committee 
of safety met and proclaimed a temporary 
provisional government, liy tho terms of 
tho proclamation it was ' to exist until terms 
of union with the United States had been 
negotiated and ugrecd upon.' The United 
States minister, pursuant to agreement, 
recognized this government, and before fi 
o'clock, in answer to an inquiry on behalf of 
the Queen and cabinet, announced that it 
had done so. When our minister recognized 
the Provisional Government it was neither 
a government de facto nor tie jure. This 
wrongful recognition by the American 
minister placed tho Queen in a position 
of most porilous perplexity. She know 
she could not withstand tho power of 
the United States, but she might safely 
trust to its justice. Accordingly, somo 
hours after the recognition of tho Provis- 
ional Government by tho United States 
Minister, tho palace, barracks and police 
station, with all tho military resources of 
the country, woro delivered up by tho 
Queen, upon represuntstion made to her that 
her cause would thereafter bo reviewed at 
Washington, and, while protesting, she sur- 
rendered to the superior forces of the Uni- 
ted StatcB, saying that she yielded her auth-

much of that trado na it can. In tho 
eamo way tho Australians in every part of 
their continent must seo that circumstances 
may at any time arise when it will bo 
oat important to have safe and cliroct tele- 
graphic communication with Groat Britain 
and Canada. They muat bo convinced that 
to aecuro eueh accommodation is worth 
aorno little sacrifice. Mr. Sandford Flem- 
ing allows that the cable enterprise, if car- 
ried out in tho right way und placed on a 
proper footing, will eventually not requiro 
tho sacrifice of a shilling of any of tho coun- 
tries concerned. It can bo made a paying 
institution, and, instead ot being rcvenuo- 
eonauming, it will, in tho courao of a very 
short time, bo revenue-producing. We do 
not believo that we aro too sanguine wben 
wo express our conviction that tho eucceas 
of tho steamship lino and tho Pacific cable 
has already boen placed beyond reasonable 
doubt. 



freed from tho terriblo yoke of tho Meta- 
bole. Thoro aro none now to crush them or 
to make them afraid. Tho work of civiliza- 
tion and improvement can now go on with- 
out lot or hindrance. 



THE ENGLISH VIEW. 

There aro many indications to ahow that 
the peoplo of Great Britain take a lively in- 
terest in tho establishment of a regular and 
continuous trado between the Dominion of 
Canada and the Australian colonies, and 
that they look with favor on tho project of 
a Pacific eablo l>3tweeu thoao two important 
divisions of the Empire. Thero ia evidently 
a conviction in England that both the trade 
and tho telographic communication will 
favorably affect countries other than thoao 
immediately concerned. And there can be 
no doubt that both tho ateamahip line and 
the ocean cable aro matters of imperial as 
well as of colonial concern. The Times in 
its issue of tho 1st icst., devotes a large 
amount of its space to a discuBaion of the 
Hon. Mr. Bowell's mission to Australia. 
Among other thinga it says : 

Mr. Mackenzie Bowoll has completed his 
mission for the opening of~trado and eBtab- 
liahment of cable communication botweeu 
Canada and Auatralia, and is already on his 
way homo. The not result of his labors 
will, of course, become apparent only by do- 
grees, but ho has not feared to announco to 
the Australian public that thero will bo a 
completo revision of tho Canadian tariff in 
the approaching session of tho Dominion 
Parliament, and that it is proposed in the 
course of this revision to give full considera- 
tion to tho relations between Canada and 
Auatralia. If it is found to be to tho mutual 
advantago of the two groups of colonies, 
the tariff will bo materially altered. 
Partly, no doubt, on the strength 
of these promiaea, tho new ateam- 
ahip with cold Btorago capacity which 
has been added to tho Canadian-Australian 
lino has taken trial shipments of frozen meat 
and butter to British Columbia, and _ tho 
prospect ia good for these and other articles 
of Australian export. But, aa the principal 
organs of the Australian Press have pointed 
out, it is not only in its offect upon trade 
that this movement of the colonies towards 
more profitable intercourse with each other 
is important to Australia. It will be found, 
when tho moment cornea for actual discus- 
sion of tho tariffs, that the necessity for ne- 
gotiating seven different agreements is a 
most cumbersome anomaly, and if, in anti- 
cipation of the action of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, it were found possible for the Aus- 
tralian colonies and New Zealand to arrango 
amongst thomselves ihe lines of a general 
Australasian agreement it would no doubt 
bo better from tho commercial point of 
view. In order to do ao they muat, how- 
ever, first agree to sink points of jealousy 
and difference aa to what may be called 
their contribution to the total price of tho 
advantagea to be gained. At present Vic- 
toria refuses to subsidize tho new lino of 
ateamahipa unless Melbourne ia made tho 
terminal point. Now South Waiea and 
Queensland have quarrelled as to tho num- 
ber of ports of call which were to have been 
conceded in return for tho Queensland sub- 
sidy, tho reault being that at present 
Queensland givea no subsidy, and shuts her- 
self out altogether from a market which is 
likely to prove mora profitable to her than 
to any of her Bister colonies. And, while 
Queensland and New South Wales are 
quarrelling with each other on the 
steamship question, they are together 
opposed to Victoria, New Zealand and 
South Auatralia on the question of the 
French Pacific cable. Evidently, unless the 
difTorencoB can bo settled, a good deal of tho 
proposed benefit of a Canadian-Australian 
agreement must bo lost, if, indeed, tho nego- 
tiations do not fall through altogether. But, 
if tho prospect of scouring a solid advantago 
Bhould induce the Australasian colonies to 
make somo preliminary concessions to ono 
another, and appoint an Australian delega- 
tion to nogotialo an Australian agreement, 
tho influenco could hardly fail to bo folt in 
the direction of a larger and moro dignified 
public lifo All that tends to this reault 
tends at present to the preliminary stops of 
federation, and in proportion to tho growth 
and development of tho external intereBts of 
Australia, tho forces operating to effect tho 
change will acquiro strongth. 

Having to deal with soven difforent colon- 
ies each joalous of tho others is, doubtless, 
very inconvenient and will provont tho trado 
botween Canada and Austrolia developing 
as rapidly aB it would were tho antipodean 
colonies united, as thoy ought to bo and 
as they no doubt will bo beforo very long, 
into ono compact commonwealth. As ro- 
gards trado with Canada, thoro can be no 
diversity of interests in tho Australian col- 
onies. It is so clearly the interest of every 
ono of them to encourago tho extonsion of 
its trado to tho North, that no merely local 
consideration will provont any colony 
doing what is ncceBaary to 



LOOK AT THIS CITY. 

Tho Times is not pleased bocauao wo havo 
directed tho attention of tho civic doctors 
to tho stato of tho city. It does not ven- 
ture to deny any ono of our statements. It 
doea not daro to say that the condition of 
tho city iB creditable to tho gentleman wh 
has been its mayor for tho lust two years 
and who has been jealous of his prerogatives 
and unusually strict in the excrciao of his 
authority. It tries to divert attention from 
tho state of tho city and the 
responsibility of thoso who had tho man- 
agement of its affairs by 6ome sensele 
chaff that a smart suhoolboy would be 
ashamed of. We ask our readers again, to 
look at the city, and to consider well its 
condition and tho consequences which mu 
necessarily follow its being allowed to fall 
into such a disgraceful stato. It needs no 
argument to conviuco tho electors that it is 
very far indeed from being what it ought to 
bo. In fact, it ie in many reapects tho very 
reverse of what it ought to bo, and of what 
it could by good management with no other 
means than tho Corporation has at its dis- 
posal, bo made. Who ia responsible 'i Our 
contemporary is very ready to hold the 
hoad of tho administration responsible for 
tho acts of the Government. The preaout 
mayor has boon at tho heud of tho city 
administration now for two years. What 
aro the results '! Look at tho city north, 
south, east and west. 

Our contemporary adverts to tho course 
which wo took in a civic election sonic years 
ago. It will bo generally admitted now 
that tho stand wo thou took was tho right 
one, and that it would have been well for 
the city if our advico had been followed 
Wo wero right then aB wo aro right now. 



A RUMOR. 



Wo truat that tho report that tho Cana 
dian Pacifia Railway Company has eon 
traoted for a steamer to put on the 
route be.'.ween Victoria and Vancouver, in 
opposition to tho C. P. N. Company's 
steamers, is not true. Tho C. P. N. at 
groat expenao und very considerable risk 
has established tho trado between the two 
placos. It has done the peoplo good 
service. Tho Company is only now be 
ginning to reap tho fruit of its enterprise 
ond its energy, It is too bad for tho Cana- 
dian Pacific now to step in and reap where 
it has not sown. The big company 
should not only livo ; it should let live. It 
should not want tho oarth. Victorians 
know very well that it ia not to acconimo 
date them that tho C. P. R. will go 
into competition with tho lino that has 
borne tho burden and heat of the day 
Thoy have long strongly suspected that the 
C. P. R. has no lovo for either their city or 
thomselves, and whon thoy Bee it doter 
mined to do ell it can to injuro a Victoria 
company, their suspicion will beeomo a i 
vlction. Tho railroad company may 
caro whether tho citizens of Victoria aro 
pleased or displeased with what it has dono 
or proposes to do, and may ask them 
what aro they going to do about it ? Well 
not a great deal perhaps. But tho com 
puny may find that it ia aa well to hav 
their good will und their support ub thei 
disliko und their opposition. 



AN EXHAUSTING BRAIN. 

We are glad to see that the Vaneouvor 
World directs ottontion to British Colum- 
bia's disproportionate contribution to tho 
Dominion Treasury. In its iasuo of Satur- 
day it says : 

Tho Customs duties contributed to tho 
Federal treasury by British Columbians 
amount to oloso upon $1,500,000, whilst tho 
Inland Revenue collections approximate 
$,'100,000. Add to theao buiiib the amount 
sent tc tho Eastern Provinces for produce 
which should, and can, be raiacd in 
thia Province, and the total thus paid 
out by tho peoplo aggregate several 
millions of dollara. Many of our shrewd- 
est and far-seeing business men name £50 
por capita of tho white population as 
tho sum annually paid into the Dominion 
treasury and sent abroad for necessaries 
which must he grown in thia Province — if 
ver intend to beeomo u prosperous com 
munity. Where else is thero to bo found 
such a drain upon a handful of people as 
theao figures diseloso ? Uuless something is 
lone, and that speedily, British Columbiana 
will simply be hewers of wood and haulers 
of water for other nations. Tho Provincia 
Government is fully impressed with tho ini 
portanco of tho situation and nothing will 
bo left undone by it to bring about that 
hange which overy truo lover of his coun 
try is desirous of seeing. 

This is a matter which British Colum 
biana, in justico to themselves, should keep 
well in view. Thero ia no possible reason 
why the inhabitants of thia Province should 
bo compelled to pay moro than four or five 
timea per c-ipita to tho Dominion rovenuo 
than the average in tho provinces o:vat of 
the Rocky mountains without receiving somo 
unusual and substantial return. The bur- 
don of taxation which tho people of this 
thinly peopled Province are compelled to 
hour is simply enormous. We honestly con- 
fess that we do not seo how they continue 
to keep up under it. British Columbians 
ought to pay tho average contribution per 
head to tho Dominion treasury and no more. 
That they ahould pay four or livo times us 
uch as tho same number of taxpayers in 
any other part of the Dominion without ro- 
oking an equivalent in roturn, is most un- 
just. Thia Province doea not get moro thun 
tho average in the way of Dominion appro- 
priations. In fact, in many roapecta it has 
heretofore boen very ahabbily treated. Its 
needs havo not been as well attended 
to aa thoao of provinces in the 
East, whoso contributions to the rev- 
enue aro not pro rata one-fifth as 
large, We trust that tho authorities in Ot- 
tawa will look into this matter. If they do, 
thoy cannot fail to bo struck with tho wide 
difl'eronce there is aa regards contributions 
por head to tho Dominion treasury between 
tho very richest province of tho East and 
llritish Columbia. They should take care 
and not bleed this province to death. 

A WONDERFUL CHANGE. 

Tho complaint in tho Eastorn cities a few 
months ago was that money was not to bo 
hud. Cash had disappeared. It waa locked 
up and hidden away. Thoao who managed 
to got somo of it had to beg hard for it and 
to pay extortionate ratos for it when it was 
reluctuntly doled out to them. This is all 
ohanged now. Money is a drug in New- 
York and other groat commercial centres 
Thero are millions seeking investment and 
tho rate of interest is low. A Culiforni 
contemporary Bays : " Money lendera are 
advertising or howling for customers with 
pilea in their vaults that do not diminish. 
In New York yesterday there wero millions 
available at 1 por cent, and no takers. This 
was the case of ono prominent broker who 
had $2,700 000 to lend." Thia is a wondor- 
ful change, yst the complaints *f tho hard- 
ness of tho times are us bitter, if not as 
loud as thoy wero u few months ago, when 
money wus so scarce.

THE METADBLE WAR. 



Tho war in Mashonaland soems to bo 
nearly over. The Motabele aro diaporaed, 
and if they havo not yet formally surren- 
dered, their power is broken. Tho Mota- 
bele warriors will no moro bo a terror to the 
natives of tho country, nor will they be an 
annoyance to tho white settlers. Cattle- 
raising, agriculture and mining can be car- 
ried on in peace and the immigrants will bo 
able to dovoto their whole attention to tho 
development of the resources of Mashona- 
land. 

It ia to bo observed that Lobengula has 
been defeated and hia powor doatroyed by the 
Company's forces. Tho Imperial troops had 
vory littlo to do with tho campaign. As 
aoon aa Mr. Rhodes and the ollicors of tho 
company wore allowod a freo hand, thoy did 
not hesitato to show Lobengula that ho 
could noither ride roughshod over tho na- 
tives with impunity nor lay down tho law 
to thorn. Somo things may havo been dono 
during tho campaign that it is difficult to 
justify. Men who are fighting against sav- 
agos for their own lives and for moro than 
tho Uvea of thoae they hold dear, cannot 
wait to conaider nicely tho pros and com of 
overy question thoy uro called upon to do- 
eido. Thoy must do what they at tho 
moment conaidor tho contingency requires. 
It Is to bo oxpoctod that undor such cir- 
cnmBtances serious mistakos will bo inado. 
It is tho final outoomo that must bo consid- 
ered. Tho courso pursued must bo judged 
by its results. In the case of tho war in 
Mashonaland the outcome is, without doubt, 
for the presont and future good of tho coun- 
try. A short and sharp campaign has 
broken the power of tho savago whoso rule 
get ua was uuapoakably cruol.

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THE HUNTINGDON TRAGEDY. 



Case for the Accused Presented iu a 
Leni*tliy Address to the 
Jury. 



Absence of Motive and Lack of Ex- 
clusive Opportunity Dwelt 
Upon. 



Tho' trial of Albert Stroebel completed 
its eleventh clay yesterday, which was oc- 
cupied mainly with a live-hour addreaa to 
tho jury on behalf of tho defence. As it wua 
nearly five o'clock when this was finished, 
and tho Attorney-General's uddrea3 on be- 
half of tho Crown and Hia Lordship's 
charge would have made it midnight or 
later boforo the jury could retire to con 
aider their verdict, it waa decided to ad 
journ until this morning. Tho court 
opened at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
Mr. Justice YValkem presiding. 

Capt. G. Pittendrigh, coroner for tho New 
Westminster diacriot, examined by the At- 
torney-General, teatilied aa to tho coroner's 
inqueat held ou the L'lat April laat into the 
cause of tho death of John Marshall. Ho 
aaid it waa not truo that, aa stated by tho 
prisoner in hia evidence hers, witness hud 
stopped Stroebel in making hia statement. 
On tho contrary, ho had asked if Stroebel 
had anything ir.oio to Bay, and the 
accused replied that ho had told all 
ho knew about tho affair. 

To Mr. Morrison witness Raid it w»a not 
hia practice to exclude all irrelevant testi 
mony, for as coroner ho sometimes tool- 
statements ihat would not be admitted cIbc 
where. Ho had no reason to think at that 
time that the prisoner knew more than 
Btated in hia deposition. He had looked at 
his copy of tho deposition before leaving 
home to come here, land again this morning, 
but without that he thought lie would have 
remembered within a word or two what 
Stroebel said. 

Aulay Morrison then addressed the jury 
on behalf of tho defence, opening with un 
expression of hia boubo of tho great respon 
Bibility devolving on him, and on the jury 
called upon to decide tho matter of tho lite or 
death of this young man, in tho prime of 
hia youth. The accused had no ground of 
complaint against tho proaecution, tho At- 
torney-General having in this case per 
formed hia dutiea in a manner becoming a 
lawyer and a gentleman, and if there had 
beeu faulta on the part of tho dofc-nce, he 
hoped the jury would hold him and not the 
accused responsible. The Attorney General 
hero waa tho representative of the 
Crown, coming with but ono clear, 
unmistakeable issue to place before 
them — did Albert Stroebel murder John 
Marshall on the 19th of April last 
for the purposo of robbery ? Tho jury were 
not called to aacertain who committed tho 
deed, but only if the evidence hero fastened 
tho crime upon the young man in tho dock. 
Ho asked them to remember that in the 
words of the oath they had the accused iu 
charge, taking care of and watching over 
a man like thomaolves, in a position in which 
any ono of them, or their brothers or sons, 
might at any timo by chanco bo placed. 
They wt-ro tho aole judges of the facts, aa 
His Lordship was of tne law, and each one 
had taken an oath to muko a truo deliver- 
ance according to tho evidence. Their 
duty was not even to ascertain 
whether or not the prisoner Waa an acces- 
sory or knew anything of the affair, but 
whether he actually did tho deed, and thia 
they were compelled to find out without any 
asaistanoe on the part of tho prisoner, who 
hud not to aay one word on hia own behalf; 
but could Eit with folded arms and ask the 
Crown to unmistakeably prove their charge 
before they could sccuitf a verdict. He re- 
ferred u. xb "- RboHtlon of capital punishment 
In many countries, without any oouso 
EJuehfc Increase in crime, and trusted that 
though under our law tho extreme 
penalty might still bj indicted, they would 
aee that it should only follow the most 
poaitivo evidence. The accused must have, 
ua Hia Lordship would tell them, tho benefit 
of the presumption of innocence when he 
came into the court — though unfortunately 
all tho circumstances connected with the in- 
quest, tho arrest, and leading up to the trial 
appeared to have been based upon the con- 
trary assumption. No significance should 
bu attached to the fact that upon any 
certain occasion tho accused had Baid 
nothing concerning any particular point — 
for the first advice cf counsel to 
their clienta waa generally to Bay nothing at 
all to anyone. The burden of proof properly 
lay upon the prosecution. Ho read from 
eminent authorities to show that it waa the 
duty of tho jury to determine not only 
whether they hud a conviction, but whether 
that conviction waa the only one to which 
they could by any possibility come. The 
priHoner, further, should have the bench , of 
any reasonable doubt, and it they hud the 
least shadow" of reasonable doubt that he 
waa guilty, it waa their duty to acquit him. 
It appeared plain that there had been a das- 
tardly murder committed, and the person re- 
sponsible for the death of John Marshall shou'd 
Buffer tho full penalty attaching to the 
crime. Ho held, however, that it had not 
been fastened upon tho accused, and that 
while it was an axiom that there could be 
no crime without a motive, tho Crown h id 
altogether failed to allow that there waa any 
motive on the part of thia young man to 
commit thia offence. Tho accuaed bail no 
wrong or injury or insult to avenge ; ho 
bad been a welcome visitor for years at the 
house of the deceased. There was not a 
word of evidence to show that any desire 
for gain hud driven the accused 
to commit tho deed, for if impeouniosity 
were a motive, how marry persons in Sumua 
who had been brought up here would have 
been so prompted? The accuaed waa not in 
such Btraits financially ua very marry of the 
witnesses were, upon their own statements 
hero. Even the Bank of Sumua hail no 
money, ami Sumua City itaelf waa in debt. 
Another ground of motive might have been 
to preserve hia reputation, but tho accua' d 
had been shown to enjoy a good reputation, 
which he had not to preserve from tho de- 
ceased or anyone else. No doubt there wer e 
circumatancea hero which excited conjecture 
against the prisoner — he had a revolver 
and lie waa seen near the place of tho ch 1 - 
coused, tut these circumstances were not 
such as to establish belief against him, and 
were merely an accidental concurrence. I', 
aa he thought ho would show later on, the 
fueta made plain that Marshall could not 
have been killed at tho timo supposed, then 
tbeBO conjecturea would ho entirely set 
aside. To illustrate some of tho things 
which might happen, what would 
have been tho conjecture if Airheart, 
who found the body, had picked 
up tho purse lying beside it and 
had carried it away with him, or if some 
unfortunate tramp had found the dead body 
and had walked off with the money ? He 
dwelt upon the inferiority of circumstantial 
evidence and tho fact that while tho circurn 
stances could not lio thnBe who toll them 
can and unfortunately often do lie, in order- 
to cover up somo conceit of their own or for 
Dome other unworthy purpose. Appear- 



ances of Btiapicion wore not sufficient to 
establish guilt, hut he held that the ch feuco 
had in thia case explained ovcry audi ap- 
pearance, though they wore not bound to 1 
do ao. Tho confessions or quaai- 
cocf-;8sioua said to have been made by the 
accused would no doubt bo cited aB evi- 
dence of guilt, and they would have to de- 
cide whether tho reported conversations 
with Moresby could bo accepted aa audi 
evidence, or whether it was that, over- 
whelmed with tho charge, the uccuscd had 
broken down, and supposing tho circum- 
atancea to bo clearly ugaiust him, had made 
hia exclamations in tho hope of exciting 
clemency. It waa well known that con- 
foaaioua of murder were ou record where 
it subsequently transpired that no murder 
hud been committed, tho alleged victim 
turning up unir jured. Such confeasioua or 
conversations were often misreported so aa 
to attach an entirely erronooua meaning, 
while almost tho idontieal words wero used. 
Por instance, Mr. Moresby came into tho 
witness box and declared that John Bartlett 
statod Stroebel had not his fishing roil with 
him that day, but it turned out that liartlett 
had said this interrogatively, tho words be- 
ing : "Ho didn't have it that day, did he ?" 
The witnesses for the Crown unfortunately 
appeared to bo permeated and saturated 
with tho idea that i he prisoner must be 
guilty, and therefore their testimony should 
bo very guardedly taken. He held that the 
Crown evideuco had been met and fully un- 
BWered in every point, and that they having 
failed to prove their caae the jury mustbring 
in a verdict of not guilty. Tho Crown 
must 8how that tho accuaed had the ex- 
clusive opportunity for committing this 
offence, which they had not oven attempted 
to show. Tho deceased lived on a tramps' 
highway, along which tho offal of humanity 
duily passed. It wua not part of the duty 
of the defence to attempt to fusten thia 
crime upon anyone clae, and to apecify 
which of the many passers-by might have 
dono the deed, but tho evidence did show- 
that there waa not exclusive opportunity. 
There wua tliG hard character described by 
Klmer Jesaup, from hia tongue, as a Swede 
or Norwegian, or perhaps ua a Scotchman, 
for inarticulate Norwegian and inarticulate 
Gallic are so much tho aamo that 
ono might bo excused for confounding 
them. Then there was the tramp Been 
by Baxter, who it was truo believed that 
ho had noticed this man puss on through 
Huntingdon shortly afterwards, but might 
easily have been mistaken. Ho cautioned 
the jury that if the slightest link were weak 
tho chain of evidence against the prisoner 
would not be complete or justify conviction, 
and he trusted that they would guard 
againat taking tho slightest thing for grant- 
ed. Ho instanced tho famous Lizzie Borden 
case of laat year aa one in which the point 
of exclusive opportunity had a great purt, 
tho accused being acquitted notwithstand- 
ing almost conclusive evideuco against her, 
because for a paltry fifteen minutes Someone 
else might poaaibly have had opportunity to 
commit tho crime. In addition to those al- 
ready mentioned, thero waa the tramp who 
had passed tho night iu Stroebel's old house. 
In connection with this matter of exclusive 
opportunity to do the deed between 9 and 
10 o'clock at night, ho intended to 
show that it had been probably done 
not at that time at all, but rather in tho 
morning. The strongest judication pointing 
to the evoning as the timo was the statement 
of Airheart that he had heard Marshall's 
dog barking at about 9 o'clock, but this 
same witness said ho had not heard Acker- 
man's, which were nearer and had been 
proved to be barking between 9 and 10. 
He held that if Marshall's dog harked it wua 
when tho tramp arrived at tho house ; 
tho lamp waa evidence that tho crime hud 
been committed in the morning, for tho 
natural assumption was not, that it waa 
filled up full on the night of tho 19th, aa it 
had been in court for the experiment, but 
that it was only partly filled, and there- 
fore could not have burned until the 
afternoon unleaa it hud been lighted in the 
morning; Moresby himself Baid that Mar- 
shall's bed waa not iiiauo up, bo that he 
probably slept In it that night, and tho 
meal on the table waa very likely the break- 
fast for tho deceased and a tramp who had 
arrived the previous evening. The fact that 
Marshall had his slippers on would tend to 
show that tho crime was committed in the 
morning. The theory of the defence was 
that the trump had in the morning first laid 
out the dog with a heavy blow froirr a club 
and that when Marshall came to tho door to 
see what was happening the tramp hud tired 
once and then again to finish the work, his 
intention being robbery, hut the approach 
of Airheart or someone else frightened him 
off before he secured the money. 

It beinf- 12:35 o'clock the court took re- 
cess for an hour. 

Mr. Morrison then resumed, dwelling 
upon the absence of motive and lack of ex- 
clusive opportunity. Coming to tho evi- 
dence, the first, witness he dealt with was 
Mr. Airheart, declaring that thia witness in 
the important point aa to the movements ef 
his friend Montgomery, aaid he left on the 
17th, not returning until tho 20th, while 
Montgomery said they were together on the 
18th, which showed thut they or orre of 
them waa not positive in his statements. 
Airheart, however, said ha once, shot a fish 
above tho trestle, which waa in favor of the 
story c-f the accused. Dr. Hoggs' evidence 
pointed to tho theory that Marshall was 
shot by a t&ll man, for tho wound in the 
forehead pointed downward. The fact that 
there waa no powder on the victim's fore- 
head showed that ho must have been shot 
from a distance, and that the aim must have 
been'good, while this young man had no ex- 
perience whatever aa it shot. But the 
clothing about the wound at the buck of 
tho neck was scorched, seeming 
show that thia waa filed from cloae 
up and wua tho second shot. Tho 
witness l'orter'a evide.nco allowed that he 
had nothing uguinst the character of the 
accused, and that he singled him out as the 
murderer aimply because he bud a revolver 
the day before. Tho very fact, however, 
that Porter had seen this revolver thrown a 
distance of eight feet on to Stroeboi's coat 
when he took it off to go to work, ought to 
have told Porter thut it could not he loaded, 
aa it would have been hud Stroebel started 
out with tho purpose of murder. Aa to the 
conversation between those two, ho held 
that Porter's own admission waa that ho 
could only tell tho substance anil not tho 
exact words. He held that Baxter also waa 
loose in his Btatenronts, because he uus posi- 
tive that it waa Stroebel whom he pasaed 
when going ut the rate of six miles an hour 
on tho railway velocipede, and that from hia 
house he recognized the tramp passing along 
tho railway. This looseness should dis- 
count hia voraion of Mrs. Bartlett'a 
conversation in which it is claimed 
she said that Stroohel had left bis revolver 
in a stump, apart from the fact that Baxter 
waa hard of hearing and might have misun- 
derstood her. Frank Warnook claimed to 
have met Stroebel on tho track at ten min- 
utes to ten, but the jury must remember 
how easy it was to make mistakes aa to time. 
Aa to young Georgo Hilliard'a teBtimony it 
waa important aa accounting for ono of the 
few cartridges which Stroobel hud, anil u!bo 
as allowing t hat this boy had told George 
Bartlett of the money which Marshall had 
exhibited. If tho stenographic report of the 
former trial contradicted the witnesses on 
eonio of the poiDts, it might bo that tho re- 



port waa not quite correct, not through 
the fault of the stenographer, but because of 
interruptions by tho counselor from thocon- 
tractiona uaed in shorthand to represent 
more than one word. Aa to the paper in 
court claimed to have been written by Stroe- 
bel, this admittedly had been in tho handa 
of Lucas for a long time, and might have 
undergone change. John Bartlett con- 
tinued Stroebel's acory by tho evideuco that 
ho had caught twenty fiah at one 
timo in Marshall's creek, where Stroebel 
was fishing. Mrs. Bartlett had been called 
by tho Attorney General simply to contra- 
dict herself, and if discredited in ono parti- 
cular she was not entitled to belief in any 
other, though her evidence had beeu con- 
firmed in aomo respects, in the matter of 
the Lucas dream story for instance, Mr. 
Moresby ho held to be discredited iu all his 
evidence by tho contrary statements ho had 
made as to where Stroebel told him ho had 
left hia fishing rod. Mr. Webb, who camo 
aa an export witness, showed nothing what- 
ever to provo tho similarity of tho bullets. 
Silverthorn's testimony ua to Stroebel's 
story muat be rejected, becauae he baa not 
a trained mind and might be mistaken, and 
also because the statements of an accuaed 
person when under arrest should not bo put 
in us evidence against him. Ho cautioned tho 
jury against tho conversation betweeu Mrs. 
Bartlett and Lawrence repeated by tho latter; 
and tho statement of Lawrence that ho 
would believe Lucus on oath, because thero 
waa an official relationship between tho 
Mayor and tho Marshal of Sumaa which 
naturally prevented the former speaking as 
freely as otherwise. Tho witness Carpenter 
had been shown to bo a thimble-rigger and 
unworthy of belief. Moulton'a evideuco 
that he had givon tho accused §15 with 
which to pay hia expenses to Westminster, 
and that Stroobel had tried to got board 
from him on credit, was no evideuco of im- 
pecuniosity; and as to tho land transaction 
in w hich Moulton was concerned it was sig- 
nificant thivt Loughreen bad not beeu called 
to say what interest Moulton really had in 
the matter. As to Lucas, ho thought it wub 
almost infra dig. to take much notic 
of him, but ho wished to point out ono im- 
portant fact, that btforo tho inqueat, and 
when no ono knew the siz'( of the bullet 
which killed Marshall, Lucaa aaid ho 
told Stroebel it waa a .44, when he knew it 
was not that but a ..'IS, and it would be well 
for tho Crown now to say how Lucaa did 
know that it waa a ,38, a day before tho 
post-mortem examination. Charles Bart- 
lett had been called to ahow that his wife 
was lying and that hia son and daughter 
also wero perjuring themselves — a man who 
for years had not supported his family; so 
that whatever ho auid about Lucaa or Stroe- 
bel was not worth the breath uaed In saying 
it. The fact thut Stroebel had to'.d Mc- 
Gillivray that he had como half a milo and 
did not seo anybody did not amou.it to 
anything, Bud it was quite likely that all 
tho accused said waa that lie did cot think p aru ,blo injury 
he had seen anyone. Sunt. Hussey assisted 
the defeuce by stating that he hud crossed 
dry in light Bhoea, while the Crown were 
trying to show that having light shoes on 
him Stroebel could not have got across from 
tho creek to tho railway. Counsel next pro- 
ceeded to deal with the evidence produced 
on tho side of tho defence. 0. B. Acker- 
man'a experiment with the bed, he said, 
showed that it was possible for the cart- 
ridges to get where they wero found, but 
apart from that tho jury muat not ignore 
tho fact that Lucaa had abundant opportu- 
nities for putting them there himself. Tho 
eamo witness had brought out points of 
dissimilarity in tho bullota, which counaol 
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maintained proved that they did not come 
out of the same revolver. Asa Ackerman's 
testimony waa that between 9 and 10 his 
dogs were burking for a considerable time, 
and this waa doubtless tho barking which 
Airheart heard, which he mistook for Mar- 
shall's dog, and if ire did not hear Asa 
Ackerman's three dogs barking ho could not 
havo heard Marshall's ono. Elmer Jessup 
gave tho important testimony that he had 
seen a atrunger at Marshall's gale at o'clock 
in tho evening, und thia helpe d to disprove 
the theory of exclusive opportunity. Tho 
Crown had quite failed to show that Mar- 
shall had received any money which was not 
found in tho houao after hia death, utid 
therefore no evidenco of robbery was forth- 
coming. The fact thut two chambers hud 
the appearauco of having tho cartridges 
drawn from them without firing might 
easily have been produced by Lucas fitting 
cartridges in when ho had the revolver. The 
evidence of Peter Strum, who aaid Lizzie 
Bartlett hud denied to him that Stroebel 
had fired off hia revolver in her presence on 
Harrison street, he held was shown to bo 
entirely untrustworthy from tho fact 
that Theron Ackermun and John 
Bartlett had given him the lio in tho matter 
of the conversations about Lticua. As to tho 
prisoner's own atory, he held it quite prob- 
able that. Stroebel had gone fishing at 5.30 
and had fished until dark, Ho aaid he fell 
on the rail, and tho aorenesa of his knee de- 
layed him half an hour or more, and when 
ho got to tho atatiou tho hurt waa black and 
blue. If it waa au Impossibility for it to 
become discolored in ao abort a timo tho 
Crown should havo brought evideuco to 
make this clear to tho jury. He held that 
if Stroebel had committed tho murder be- 
tween 9 and 10, as alleged, he could not havo 
got homo at tho time it has been shown ho 
did arrive. There waa no evidenco that, 
aa would no doubt be commented upon, the 
accuaed waa engaged to Lizzie Bartlett, but 
this if so would bo no disgrace, but rather 
to his credit aa showing that he was capable 
of affection. Ho held that a just summing 
up of the evidenco adduced on both aidea 
allowed nothing to justify an invasion of tho 
circle which tho presumption of innocence 
drew around tho prisoner. This was a mat- 
ter in which a mistake would cause an irre- 
which their whole lives 
would be too short to repair. A mistake 
against tho Crown might be rectified in 
time, but ogainBt the prisoner novor. Sinco 
it waa tho law that capital punishment 
might bo resorted to in thia country, it was 
the duty of the jury to bco that it could bo 
adminiatered only whore tho evidenco wub 
most clear cut and convincing. 

At 4 45 p.m. tho court adjourned until 10 
o'clock thia morning.

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WOMEN AND BIRDS. 



Take tlio Dead One From tho Hat and 
Open tile Cage Door. 

For several yeara past tho newspapers 
have been waging war against tho use 
of birds for millinery purposes, and tho 
war is a righteous one, although it 
would be an excellent plan to broaden 
the scheme of tho campaign so that it 
would include offensive tactics toward 
the barbarous sport of pigeon shooting, 
which is quite as cruel and needless a 
practice as it would be if tho skins of 
the mutilated victims were used for dec- 
orative purposes. However, it is not the 
float! birds that have suffered the most. 
It is the wild, living songsters that are 
captured and shut up in close cages to 
spend the rest of their wretched days 
yearning fur tho liberty that is their 
birthright. 

It is not so wonderful that thoughtless 
children and cruel and ignorant men 
and women, who have never learned 
anything beyond what tho daily experi- 
ences of a sordid and debasing lifo can 
teach them— it is not so wonderful that 
they capture, sell and destroy with no 
reverence for tho gentle gospel of ten- 
derness and pity toward tho harmless 
creatures whose free and natural life is 
so beautiful. But it is unfortunately 
true that refined and cultivated women, 
who would consider themselves insulted 
by the accusation of cruelty to any liv- 
ing thing, keep as pets robins, thrushes 
and bluebirds, that drag out in misera- 
ble and hopeless captivity the life that 
was meant to be a blessing to tho world 
at large. 

The argument that they are unable to 
take care of themselves cannot be offered 
as an excuse for keeping these hardy, na- 
tive birds imprisoned. The canary, 
whose ancestors have been cage bred for 
generations, is an artificial production, 
without strength to fly or skill to supply 
his own needs. But the singing birds of 
our woods and fields are quite capable of 
supporting themselves without human 
assistance. If women would only use 
their influence against tho practice of 
catching and confining wild birds, they 
might accomplish a great deal. 

But tho outlook for such a movement 
is not encouraging. The writer of this 
article knows a household composed en- 
tirely of women, wealthy, well bred and 
well educated — one of them has a college 
training — who every spring steal from 
the numerous nests in tho trees and 
Shrubbery of their large garden young 
birds that they attempt to rear by hand. 
It is necessary to obtain a fresh supply 
every year, because tho majority of the 
birds die after a few weeks of prison life. 
This feminine household is so tender 
hearted that it is ruled by its servants 
and dogs, but nevertheless tho annual 
slaughter of the innocents goes on. Per- 
haps they succeed in keeping ono victim 
out of a dozen alive to cheer his captors 
with an occasional heartburst of song 
when tho bright sunlight aud tho blue, 
unattainable sky tell tho prisoner what 
his lifo was meant to be. 

How many scores of birds these women 
have destroyed in the kindest and most 
lingering way possible it would bo hard 
to compute, and they have their proto- 
types in every town and village. The 
advice, "Take tho dead bird off your 
hat," might well have added to it, "aud 
open tho cago door of the living one."

ority to prevent u col ision of armed forces 
and loss of lifo, and only until such time us 
the Government of the United States, upon 
the facta being presented to it, should undo 
its action and reinstate her. 

" Tho Provisional Government, with this 
unanswered protest in hand, proceeded to 
negotiate with tho United Stutea for the 
permanent banishment of tho Queen fron 
power mid fur the aide of hor kingdom. J 
believe that; candid aud thorough examina 
tiou of tho facts will torco tho conviction 
that tlio Provisional Government owes its 
existence to armed invasion by tho United 
States. Aa I apprehend tho situation, W( 
are brought face lo face with the following 
conditions; Tho law ful government of Ha 
waii was overthrown without drawing a 
a word or tiring a allot, by a process every 
atep of which, it may aafely ho asserted, is 
directly traceable and dependent for ita 
success upon t'10 agency of tho Unite 1 
States, acting through cur representatives. 
But for the notorious predilections of the 
annexation committee the idea of annexa- 
tion would never have existed. But for tho 
landing of tho United Statos forces the 
committee would never have exposed them- 
selves to tho paina aud penalties of treason 
by undertaking the subversion of tho Queen's 
government. But for tho presence of United 
States forces the committee would not have 
proclaimed tho Provisional Government from 
tho steps of the Government buildings, and, 
fi ially, but for tho lawless occupation of 
Honolulu under false pretexts by United 
States forces, and hut for Minister Stevens' 
recognition of the Provisional Government 
when United the Slates forces wore the solo 
support of the Queen, her Government 
would never have yielded to the Provisional 
G< vernnient. 

" Believing, therofi.ro, that the United 
States could not, under the circumstances 
disclosed, annex the islands without justly 
incurring the imputation of acquiring them 
by unjustifiable methods, I shall not again 
submit the treaty of annc xation to the sen- 
ate for its consideration and the instructions 
of Minister Willis, a copy of which accom- 
panies this message. 1 have instructed him 
to so inform the Provisional Government, 
but in tho present instance our duty does 
not, in my opinion, end with refusing 
to consummate this questionable trans- 
action. Iu has been the boast of our 
Government that it seeks to do justice in all 
things, without regard to the strength or 
weakness of those with whom it deals. By 
an act of war, committed with the participa- 
tion oi tho diplomatic representative of tho 
United States, without tho authority of 
Concreas, the Government of a friendly and 
confiding population has been overthrown, 
und a substantial wrong has thus been done, 
which duo regard for our national char- 
acter, as well uh the rights of tho injured 
people, require we should endeavor to re- 
pair. 

"Tho Provisional Government has not 
assumed a republican or other constitu- 
tional form, but has remained a mere 
executive council or oligarchy, ft has not 
sought to find a permanent basis of popular 
support ; indeed, the representatives nf that 
Government ussort that th" people of Hawaii 
aro unlit for popular government, and 
frankly avow that they can best bo ruled by 
an urbitrary and despotic power. The 
United States cannot properly by put in the 
position of countenancing tho wrong after its 
commission any more than its cm of 
consenting that it shall advance on that 
ground, it cannot allow itself to refuse to 
redress tho injury inflicted through abuse of 
powor by officers clothed with its authority 
and wearing its uniform, and on the sumo 
ground if a feeble but friendly State is in 
danger of being robbed of its independence 
or its sovereignty by misuse of tho name and 
power of tho United States, tho United 
States cannot fail to vindicate its honor and 
its sense of justice by an earnest effort to 
muko all poaaiblo reparation."

CONSEQUENCES OF CARDS. 

An Action to Recover u Large Sum of Honey 
lost " lielii ml the Scenes," 

The Supremo court room tvus well filled 
yesterday with interested spectators at the 
hearing ot the action of McConnell v, Gar- 
vin, Jackson and Magnos. Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice Creaao heard the case, Mr. J. P. Walla 
representing the plaintiff ; Mr. Francis B. 
Gregory appearing foi Jackson and Magnes, 
and Mr. J. W. Taylor for Garvin. Con- 
siderable amusement was created during the 
day by references to matters in connection 
with the trial, whioh served to enliven the 
proceedings. On ono occasion, when Mr. 
Walla was opening his caso, the learned 
Judgo remarked that this was a 
case that ought to havo como before 
a jury, whereupon Mr. Walls said ho 
thought Ilia Lordship would know more 
about tho matter. His Lordship protested 
that ho had never played anything but 
whist in his life, and, Mr. Gregory inter- 
polated, for a very small limit. (Laughtor.) 

The plaintiff on being sworn said ttiut he 
had drawn $1,975 from tho bank one Satur- 
day in March last, besides which he had 
some S375 in another pocket. The larger 
snm was in a roll of bills, fie took the 
money home, where he stayed till Monday. 
Had been drinking in the meantime, because 
ho had liquor at tho house— always had 
aorne there. Witness diovo into town 
Monday and stopped en route at the Liou 
brewery whore he had a number of drinks. 
While there lie happened to show his roll of 
bills, wheroup >u George Fairbrotber, the 
proprietor of tiio place, advised him to take 
care of it, telling him that if he had any busi- 
ness to transact in town he had butter " get 
in and do it and get home." Witness drove 
with Crozter, the hackman, to the hitter's 
home, where Crozior left his buck, and cimo 
down town in McDonnell's buggy, the pair 
stopping at tho Nickel Plato saloon. There 
two men came in, and on McConnell usking 
them who they wore, they said they had 
come from Vancouver. They wero 
playing cards. Witness then lost recol- 
lection of things till ho carno lo 
next morning and found himself in a 
room upstairs in the Delnionioo building. 
Ho wanted a drink, and they gave him one 
which sobered him up. Garvin, who seemed 
to bo there when ho woke up, then took him 
to the livery stable whoro his horao was, and 
while going there told McConnell that lie, 
Garvin, had won $800 from him. McCon- 
nell then drove back lo the Lion Brewery, 
where George JTairbrother counted over tho 
money remaining, after which McConnell 
went home. Some days afterwards ho re- 
turned to the Nickel Plate saloon, accom- 
panied by W. J. Phillips. Ho asked Garvin 
for the money, but the latter said lhat he only 
won $400. McConnell offered, if he was 
given back half of tho §1,71)0, ho would not 
take tho matter into court ; he had never 
boon in court and had no wish to got into it. 
Garvin refused to give back a single cont of 
the money. 

Witness, who was thon cross-examined at 
eomo length by Mr, Taylor, Mr. Gregory 
and Hia Lordship, aaid he had a very bad 
memory at times. Ho did not remember 
anything that happened during the night in 
question, until ho came to himself and found 
ho wua playing cards.

_Tho City Council hold its usual weekly 
mooting laat evening, the full board being 
in attendance 

Tho minutes of tho laat mooting having 
boon adopted, tho Municipal Elcotiona By- 
law ISU4 waa reconsidered and finally passed, 
Tho report of the Finance committee 
recommending appropriations for warrants 
to moot tho usual expenditure bills, etc., 
waa then read by tho clerk. 

On an item of §100 to widen Oak Bay 
avenue, 

ALD. BltAQQ wanted to know whether it 
should not bo opened under tho Local Im- 
provement, by law, though ho did not mean 
to aay anything against the improvement. 
Aid. Baker took a similar view. 

ALU. BELYEA replied that this widening 
did not oome under tho local improvement 
provisions. It waa for tho purpoao of ex- 
propriating a small corner which now 
blocked the street. 

Ald, Henderson wanted to know when 
tho Menzie'a Btreot drain would be pro- 
ceeded with aa no appropriation waa yet 
made by the Finance committee for it. 

The Mayor replied that after hearing tho 
report of the City Engineer upon the cost, 
he did not feel liko recommending the ex- 
penditure, which would be some §10,000, at 
the present time. 

ALD, Mt'NN thought that as Menzie'a 
street was included in tho by-law, some 
attention should bo paid to it. 
His Worship — So there has. 
Ald. M i nn— *' So little that it is hardly 
noticeable." Tho Alderman continued that 
it waa ab-urd to go on voting for other 
works when works already decided upon 
should bo left undone. Tho report waa 
adopted. 

The Library committee, having investiga- 
ted a complaint recently addressed to tho 
Council, found that the statements contain- 
ed in Mr. Hill's letter were true, and re- 
commended that Mr. McGregor be informed 
iu futuro to treat all patrons with the re- 
spect duo to tho public from a public 
servant. 

The report was adopted and filed. 

The Old Men's Homo committee also re- 
ported, recommending tho admission of 
Prancia Mclvinney to tho Home, and stat- 
ing that the Government had offered to pay 
$15 a month towards hia maintenance Re- 
port adopted. 

A report waa received from tho Sewerage 
committeo recommending that Coughlau & 
Mayo be authorized to proceed with the ex- 
tension of tho Spring Ridge eurfaco drain at 
the price of tho original contract; alao that 
Harrison & Walkley bo authorized to pro 
ceed with the Molson street drain on tho 
sumo teruia. 

Ald. Bragg moved that tho contracts be 
proceeded with. 

Ald. Mt'NN felt compelled to oppose this 
motion, as tho worka could not bo carried 
out on account of the lack of funds. It was 
time that extensions of thia character 
should cease, and thut the atreets for which 
tho money was borrowed and over which 
the people understood tho drains were to 
ho conatruoted, should receivo attention at 
once. The main drains should lie con- 
atructed firat. Ho believed the money hud 
been appropriated for these works, but if 
ao it was with tho understanding that thero 
waa sufficient money from tho by-law. 

Ald. Belyka thought ho had Bet Aid. 
Munn's mind at rest on tho point of funds. 
His own impreaaion wbh that theao ex ten- 



Tho Council must havu known when tho 
money wua borrowed that it waa tha inten- 
tion to construct the Cook street drain to 
the Ben. The present absurdity of dump- 
i ig a large sewer into a small one waa ap- 
parent to any ono who would take tho 
trouble to go down there. 

All). Harris alBO pointed to the fact of 
a four-foot-six drain emptying into a eight- 
een-inch pipe. This was tho cause of the 
floods at that point. 

ALD. BELVEA atated that this lS-inoh 
sower waa not yet open, and therefore 
could not bo tho cause of tho flooda. Tho 
water wua thero becauao water will run 
down hill. 

Ald. Munn did not think it mattered 
whether tho Cook streot drain emptied into 
a goose quill or not ; tho money waa voted 
for the Menziea street drain and should bo 
spent for that purpoal. 

Aid. Bragg'a resolution waa carried. 

Tho Streets committee reported, among 
othor things, having awarded tho contract 
for S 1 00 worth of woodon street signs to 
Edmund Lewis. 

Ald. McKillican aaked where tho com- 
mitteo intended to place theao signa ; whe- 
ther they would bo placed where they would 
be a disgraeo to tho city, or would they bo 
put in tho suburbs where they could not be 
seen. 

Ald. Henderson would not have those 

wooden signs placed in tho central portion 
of t ho city. 

Ald. Harris moved that tho matter bo 
left to the committee, and thut they put 
them right eido up. They were trumpery 
things at tho beat, and would not exlat 
after two years. 

Ald Bel YEA was of tho saino opinion. 

Mr. Wiluiot reported on tho sewerage aa 
follows: Number of connections made with 
sewers, 'J'JO ; fixtures, 360 ; batliB, ]~>'2; 
sinks. 2-12 ; wash basins, &c, 11)7 ; swim- 
ming baths, 1 ; number of flush tanks con- 
Btructed, 10 ; also man holes and flushing 
syphons. 

The report, after having been favorably 
commented upon, was received and tiled. 

E. A, Wllmot reported at sumo length on 
tho complaint mado by Mr. PrevoBt as to 
Iiib water rules, submitted ut tho luat 
meeting. 

Considerable discussion ensued, in tho 
course of which Aid. Belyea Baid it was 
time that this question of water ratea and 
the liability therefor should be more clearly 
defined. Ho cited a caao whero a tenant 
occupies a house, tho water rate for which 
is included iu tho rent ; tho landlord is 
delinquent in his water ratea for a totally 
different piece of property, but tho water is 
shut oil' at the house of this tenant. Another 
case was where a tenant occupied a house, 
the previous occupant of which had been in 
arreara. Tho water waa still abut off tho 
second tenaut. Now, thia was manifestly 
unfair in botil cases, and Aid. Belyea would 
like to aeo a committee appointed to look 
into the matter. 

The report was received and 
ordered sent, to Mr. Prevoat. 

A petition for a light in tho neighborhood 
of the Metropolitan Methodist church was 
referred to tho proper committeo. 

The Single Tax Club tendered an in vita 
tion to tho Council to attend tho public 
meeting of the club in the City hall thia

siona would not cost, moro than seven or 
eight per cent, of tho Menzies street drain. 
These extensions are very necessary ; they 
will drain two large hollows full of water 
tho year round. Ho believed there was 
money enough in the fund, if the Menzies 
street drain did not overrun its estimate, t< 
carry on these extensions and leave a hand 
some surplus to go on with the Cook street 
drain ; perhaps enough to curry it out ;o 
the sea, 

Ald. McKillican would like to see the 
Cook street extension made, because u fif 
teen-inoh drain is not fit to carry tho water 
off. It is this that causea the tlooda thero. 
It would bo wise to have this drain carried 
out to tho sea before the fund was exhausted. 

Ald. Baker saw no necessity iu continu- 
ino Molaon street drain, because it can only 
extend a few feot further into a Bwamp. It 
would be §1,300 thrown away. If the con- 
tractor has lost money, and the Council ia 
anxioua to make it up why not give him 
the money; vote it for him. He had said at 
the time that thia was only a ruse to give 
tho money to Coughlau, and hero was the 
proof of it. Thero was no benefit to the 
locality ; not a particle. 

Ald. Styles did not agree with this; it 
was very essential that the Stanley avenue 
drain should be continued to the head of 
South Pandora street. To leave this drain 
at its present termination would bo very 
fooliah ; und aa to tho Fcrnwood drain, it at 
preaent emptied into an open field. If con 
tinued, it would empty into tho old water 
way on the Edmonton roud. The city had no 
right to let them stop where they are, because 
they are Hooding private properly. The 
oommittee must know that, in view of the 
amount of money said to bo on hand, the 
Council would be peifectly safe in proceed- 
ing with the work. 

Ald. Bragg rosa to object to tho practice 
of the Mayor in keeping back from the 
Council recommendations of committees. 
Tho c.immitteo said that they had §38,000, 
and they had recommended work covering 
some $10,000. Therefore, let the Council 
decide. 

His Worship said that when the ques- 
tion first came up he hud told tho Council 
generally that the City Engineor reported 
that with the contraots already let, and to 
complete the work of the Cook street sewer 
to tho sou, thero wua not more thuu audi 
eient of the loan left to complete the work.

additional plan of the worka of the com- 
pany in the precincts of the city. 

Tho President of the B. C. Bonevolent 
8ociety wrote, thanking the Council tor a 
donation of $100. 

Tho James Bay A. A. wrote, asking for a 
Bt ine crossing from Menziea street to tho 
club house, und also drawing attention to 
the fact that the Menzies street sewer is at 
present a source of annoyance und illness to 
the members. The letter waa referred to 
the proper committees 

John Dal by wrote claiming damages for 
tho Iobs of a valuable horso owing to the 
atuto of North Chatham street recently. 
His claim, which included feea for services 
of vetorinary Burgeon, waa referred to the 
Streets oommittee for report. 

Aid. H .ma' motion for a return of the 
cost of the electric light service waa curried- 
A motion by tho same alderman providing 
that all property holders should be entitled 
to vote at municipal elections, notwith- 
standing the fact that they might bo in 
arrears in their taxea, was next taken up. 

Ald. McKillican saw only one objection 
to thia motion, namely, in tho estimating of 
the revenue which Rb adoption would surely 
affect. 

Ald. Baker did not believe that peoplo 
paid their taxea for tho bako of voting, they 
paid on account of tho robate. The prop- 
erty waa there, a sufficient security in itself 
for tho amount of taiea that might bo due. 

After inserting a minimum limit of $1U()

PILOTAGE REFORM. 

To the Editor :— Under tho above head- 
ing, in your iBsuo of Saturday last, you 
publish a roport from Vancouver giving tho 
result of au interview with Mr. C. Gardiner 
Johnson ami soveral shipmasters then in 
port. I huvo carefully reud this report two 
or thrco times, und can only reach the con- 
clusion that both Mr. Johnson and his 
nautical friends are not only wide apart in 
their ideas regurding pilots and pilotage, 
but huvo ao mixed up tho question that, an 
ordinary observer might woll puzz'e hia 
brains to know what they vvero really talk- 
ing about. 

It ia un interesting fict which tho "sltip- 
perB " in council uBsembled on bourd tho 
Benjamin Sewell might huvo taken into 
their deliberations, in discussing pilotage 
matters that a part of the "Hyatema" in 
vogue with Vuncouver pilots, is to snugly 
rotiro to Skunk Covo, with their aloop ut 
unchor, where, owing to u convenient ar- 
rangement with paBBing steamers, they can 
observo tho signal flag which the masters 
kindly hoist to indicate that u ship in iow 
haa been passed inward bound — this enables 
the pilot to easily pounce upon the ship in 
duo course, although the most perilous part 
of tho voyage bus been accomplished ; und 
it ia unreasonable to expect a ship muster to 
bo satisfied under such ciroumstonces when, 
arriving off English Bay almost ready to 
unchor, tho services of a pilot uru thrust 
upon him, 

Tho entire question, to my mind, in a 
nutshell, is not ono which suggests 
whether Vancouver, Nanaimo or Victoria is 
to gain a distinct advantage by continuing 
tho present unsatisfactory arrangements, 
but whether tho shipping interests of the 
Province, aro benefited thereby. If tho in- 
terests of ship owners are not fairly consid- 
ered in establishing a system of pilotage for 
our different porta consistent with unitorm- 
ity und efficiency, at a reasonablo cost, then 
it goes without saying that tho shipping in- 
terests of tho Province urn bound to suffer 
in conarqtienco. In theso days of competi- 
tion and "cutting" ourporta ureby no means 
too attractive to tho ship owner, at u time, 
too, when freights remain on a non-paying 
basis; and iu is a responsibility we owe to 
ourselves to use every endeavor to afford all 
possible facilities for the encouragement of 
shipping in our waters, not only iu respect 
to tho burning question of pilotage roform 
but with general regard to all matters thut 
will lend to rank British Columbia porta 
among tho most desirable by ship owners 
throughout the world.
